or both.” 


The report further charged Chief Inspector Royal K. Mann 
with failure to carry out specific orders given him by Executive 
Secretary Downing Musgrove and Grover C. Byars, chairman of 


the penal board. 


~-~Says Guard Paid-$50. 


Guard R. A. Matthews, according to the report, admitted, 
after 12 hours of questioning on Monday, October 16, that he 
had received $50 from Mrs. Worth Yankey, mother of Gallogly, 


since the escape. 


“He admitted further,” the report continued, “that Mrs. 
Yankey had bought him clothes, but he states he thinks the 
money was his own that she had been saving for him, and that 


he is supposed to pay her back for the clothes. 


He states that 


he is still owed three days of his daily salary of $6, due him for 


guarding Gallogly.” 


Inspector Mann was severely criticized in the report, as

DEGLARED VITAL 
I0U.5. BY AUSTIN 


Senator,Advocating Arms 
Embargo Repeal, Calls 
It ‘Necessary to Peace 
and Security of U. S.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(P)— 
Senator Austin, Republican, Ver- 
mont, declared today that a Fran- 
co-British victory in the European 
war was “necessary to promote the 
peace and the security of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

And then under the _ verbal 
pounding of critical colleagues he 
gave this definition of an Allied 
victory: 


“I mean,” he said, “the stopping 
of aggression, the stopping of pen- 
etration of our country with the 
ideas that undermine our govern- 
ment, the stopping of events that 
might lead to occupation of Can- 
ada, the islands off our coast, and 
of Latin-American by totalitarian 
nations engaged in efforts to dom- 
inate the world.” 


Doubt Neutral Purpose. 

Austin made his assertion in re- 
ply to an argument by Senator 
McCarran, Democrat, Nevada, 
during debate on the neutrality 
bill, McCarran said proponents of 
the administration measure who 
wished to take sides in the Euro- 
pean conflict had lost sight of ef- 


forts to keep. the United. States 


néutral, 


He recalled that Austin had an- 
nounced that he was supporting 
the legislation because he believed 
it would aid Great Britain and 
France in their war with Ger- 
many. : 


“I have no apologies to make 
for my stand,” Austin said. “I 
think it ns necessary to promote 
the peace and security of the Unit- 
ed States that the Allies win *%and 
the quicker they win the quicker 
we will have security.” 

Senator Borah, Republican, Ida- 
ho, demanded that Austin define 
what he meant by “winning.” 

Whom to Satisfy. 

“Tt might be winning if we 
could arrive at a just peace with- 
out any more conflict,” Austin re- 
plied. 

When Borah asked whether 
Austin meant “the kind of winning 
that would satisfy the United 
States or the kind that would sat- 
isfy Great Britain and France,” 
Austin gave his definition. 

Senator McCarran said he 
thought that “once we lay down 
the bars and open the door (by 
repealing the embargo) we must 
go the full way.” Austin replied, 
however, that he believed this 
government was capahle of re- 
pealing the embargo as a sort of 
adjunct to its national defense 
without losing its ability to keep 
out of the war.

TOKYO, Oct. 20.—(Friday)— 
(?)—Official and diplomatic cir- 
cles were rocked today by the 
speech of United States Ambassa- 
ador Joseph C. Grew, in which 
he declarely frankly that Ameri- 
can opinion deeply resented the 
“bombings, indignities and man- 
ifold interference with American 
rights” in China at the hands of 
the Japanaese army. 

Japanese and foreign observ- 
ers who said they were “astound- 
ed” at the outspoken address, one 
of the strongest ever made by a 
diplomat in Japan, expressed the 
belief that it had two possible 
meanings: 

1. That the United States was 
preparing definite action to op- 


pose further Japanese “interfer-| 


ence” in China. 

2. A strong indication that pub- 
lic opinion in Japan itself has 
turned sharply against Japanese 
militarists. 

Think Way Paved. 

“The ground in Japan must have 
been prepared in advance for such 
a powerful statement,” well in- 
formed sources declared. “A year 
ago it would have done more 
harm than good, therefore it 
would not have been made.” 

The tall, grey-haired ambassa- 
dor, who said his words came 
“straight from the horse’s mouth,” 
spoke yesterday before a dumb- 
founded audience of Japanese no- 
tables at a luncheon of the Amer- 
ican-Japan Society, often a sound- 
ing board for authoritative  dis- 
cussion of American-Japanese re- 
lations. 

Grew’s presentation of the 
American reaction apparently 
came as a complete shock to the 
audience which included Admiral 
Baron Kan Susuki, privy counsel- 
lor; Renzo Sawada, former vice 
minister of foreign affairs and 
newly appointed ambassador to 
France, and Count Aisuke Ka- 
bayama, member of the house of 
peers. 

Nippon Leaders Listen. 

A score of other titled person- 
ages, financiers, industrialists and 
lawyers also heard the ambassa- 
dor, who recently returned from a 
visit to the United States and a 
meeting with Presilent Roosevelt. 

“They (the American people) 
regard with growing seriousness 
the violation and _ interference 
with American rights by Japanese 
armed forces in China in disre- 
gard of treaties and agreements,”

STEINER ADDITION 
BLOCKED BY COURT 


Supreme Tribunal Rules City 
Had No Right to Lease 
Building Site. 


Proposed construction of a 100- 
bed addition costing $250,000 at 
the Albert Steiner Cancer clinic 
was thwarted yesterday by a de- 
cision of the Georgia supreme 
court, which came a-year to the 
day after Mayor Hartsfield had 
approved a council ordinance pav- 
ing the way for the improvement. 

The high court ruled the city 
had no right to lease the building 
and grounds of the clinic to Steiner 
Cancer Hospital, Inc., which, under 
the proposal, would have been 


simple under a lease agreement for 
a period of 33 years in order that 
the corporation could obtain fed- 
eral assistance in erecting the new 
units. 

When council passed the ordi- 
nance, Dr. C. 
dent of the Fulton County Medical 
Society, and 57 other physicians 
and taxpayers attacked it in Ful- 
ton superior court, seeking to en- 
join the lease. Judge Virlyn B. 
Moore refused the injunction, and 
the issue was appealed. 

Councilman John A. White, 
chairman of the Steiner board, ac- 
cepted the verdict of the court as 
final adjudication of the case and 
last night issued the following 
statement: 

“I always thought the effort to 
obtain the addition through the 
method proposed was illegal, and, 
so far as I am concerned, the is- 
sue will be dropped. The city has 
no money to construct the propos- 
ed addition and I see no way to 
raise sufficient funds for that pur- 
pose.” 

The court ruled “one municipal 
council may not bind itself or its 
successors so as to prevent free 
legislation in a matter of munici- 
pal government.” 

“A municipality is not actually 
required to care for its poor and 
whether it does so or not is a 
governmental function,” it held. 

“A lease of municipally owned 
property for 3 years for a rental 
or consideration of medical and 
surgical treatment being furnish- 
ed the poor has the effect of pre- 
venting free legislation for that 
period, and is, 
and void.” 

Mayor Hartsfield, an ex-officio 
member of the Steiner board, de- 
clared: “If the courts say we can 
not legally build the addition, then 
we can’t.” 

Dr. Aven declared the interest 
of the medical society and the doc- 
tors was in seeing that the will of 
the late Albert Steiner, who pro- 
vided the funds for the clinic, was 
protected. 

“There is really no need for a

100-bed addition to Steiner,” he 
added. “The medical profession in 
Atlanta is determined that no per- 
son suffering from cancer shall be 
without treatment. There are two 
cancer clinics now—the I. M. 
Sheffield clinic at Georgia Baptist 
hospital, and the Winship clinic at 
Emory hospital. Both these clinics 
accept both charity and pay pa- 
tients. 
Pay Patients. 

“Unless Steiner proposes taking 
on pay patients, which is just a 
step towards neglecting charity pa- 
tients, about whom Mr. Steiner 
was ‘so concerned, there is no need 
for a 100-bed addition there.”

ROSSIGNOL, CROGY 
FRAUD TRIAL OPENS 


Former Partners in Bank- 
rupt Brokerage House Face 
Federal Charges. 


J. R. Rossignol and A. J. Crocy, 
former partners in a bankrupt 
brokerage house, went on trial in 
United States District Court yes- 
terday, charged with mail fraud 
in connection with allegedly 
fraudulent stock sales. 


United States Attorney Law- 
rence Camp is personally handling 
the government’s case. Attorneys 
for the defense include Ralph 
Quillian, Hal Lindsay, Thomas Ev- 
ins and John Westmoreland. 

According to Camp, other fed- 
eral indictments are pending in 
the case, alleging violations of 
bankruptcy laws, and the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Act. The de- 
fendants are also under indictment 
by a Fulton county grand jury. 
A previous federal indictment was 
dropped. 

Yesterday’s procedure included 
drawing a jury, and short state- 
ments of the position of the de- 
fense and prosecution. 

Camp told the jury he will at- 
tempt to prove the former part- 
ners used the mails to obtain 
money from investors, which he 
asserted, was converted to the use 
of the individual partners and the 
firm as collateral for loans, 

Speaking for the defense, Quil- 
lian said he will endeavor to prove 
all the firm’s transactions were in 
good faith, and that neither the 
partners-nor the firm profited by 
them. He added that in his opin- 
ion there was no violation of any 
United States statute, and that the 
whole trouble can be traced to the 
fall in the market, August to De- 
cember, 1937, that forced the part- 
nership into involuntary bank- 
ruptecy.

O’Hara Officiates. 


Pontifical requiem mass for the 
repose of the soul of J. J. Haverty 
was sung yesterday morning in the 
Cocathedral of Christ the King by 
the Most Reverand Gerald P. 
O’Hara, bishop of Savannah-At- 
lanta. 

Assisting the bishop were priests 
from the parishes of Atlanta, and 


diocese. Bishop O’Hara officiated 


Crown Hill mausoleum. 

The church was filled to over- 
flowing vy. Georgians who came 
to pay their last tribute to the 
man who devoted a full life to the 
upbuilding of his church, his busi- 
ness, his city and state. 

“It is not the custom of the 
church to eulogize the departed,” 
Bishop O’Hara said in the funeral 
sermon, “but we would be indeed 
ungrateful if we did not pay trib- 
ute to this man who has meant so 
much to his state, his city and his 
church. 

Wide Religious Interest. 

“His religious interests were not 
only in his parish, but embraced 
every phase of his church’s activi- 
ties. He was one of the founders 
of the Catholic Laymen’s Associa- 
tion of Georgia, and was touch- 
ingly devoted to orphans. 

“In his death the orphans lost a 
true friend and a kind father. 

“The church is grateful for his 
co- -operation and whole-hearted 
help,” the bishop continued, “and 
I make myself the church’s spokes- 
man to express gratitude to this 
loyal, kind, pious son of Holy 
Mother, the Church.” 

Section for Employes. 

Sections of the church were 
roped off for employes of Haverty 
Furniture Stores, the south-wide 
concern he founded and built up 
during his life. Other sections were 
reserved for negro household ser- 
vants and employes of his stores. 

Mr. Haverty died Wednesday 
morning at his Peachtree road 
home, Villa Clare, after a long 
illness, 

The descendant of Irish kings, 
he took time from his successful 
business career to build up one of 
the finest art collections in the 
country; to sponsor worth-while 
art movements in the south, and to 
contribute generously his wealth 
and counsel to many charitable 
enterprises, 

His philanthropies brought him 
papal honors when the late Pope 
Pius XI made him a Knight of the 
Order of St. Gregory the Great. 
During his last illness, Pope Pius 
XII «eabled him his apostolic 
blessing. 


LOUISIANA SCANDAL 
STATE TRIALS NEAR 


Dr. Smith Faces Forgery 
Charge in Case Set for 
November 6, ; 


BATON ROUGE, La., Oct. 19— 
(P)—Legal machinery began mov- 
ing today toward the first state 
court trials growing out of the 
Louisiana scandal investigations. 

Dr. James Monroe Smith, for- 
mer state university president now 
serving a federal sentence for 
mail fraud at New Orleans, 
pleaded innocent in district court 
to nine state indictments and his 
trial on one, a forgery charge, was 
set for November 6. 

Trial for George Caldwell, 
ousted L. S. VU. canstruction su- 
perintendent, was fixed for No- 
vember 9 on two charges that he 
embezzled building materials from 
the school. He also pleaded in- 
nocence. 

Whereas the bald Smith— 
brought up from New Orleans 
where he is conducting daily 
classes for fellow federal prison- 
ers—looked solemn and resigned, 
Caldwell appeared jovial, dressed 
nattily in baby blue tweed and 
soft-hued shirt and tie. 

Almost simultaneously with his 
arraignment here, another charge 
was revealed against Caldwell 
with announcement by federal au- 
thorities at Monroe that he had 
been indicted Tuesday for mail 
fraud. The rotund contractor sur- 
rendered on a fugitive warrant 
and posted $5,000 bond. 

The new indictment charges 
Caldwell received $39,125 in a 
“kickback” agreement with W. J. 
Ripley Plumbing and Heating Co., 
Inc., and W. J. Ripley of Monroe 
on university contracts totalling 


approximately $66,000. 
T 


he Monroe federal grand jury 
further charged Caldwell with re- 
ceiving the alleged $39,125 “kick- 
back” in addition to his 2 per cent 
overriding fee on all L. S, U. proj- 
ects, an allowance Dr. Smith is 
charged here in a state indictment 
with having extended Caldwell 
without consent of the university's 
board of supervisors.

Child, Struck by Taxicab, Lies With Casts on Arms and 
Legs in Silent World of Coma Much of Time 
But Shows Improvement. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 19.—() 
For nearly 50 days four-year-old 
Glenn Knobloch, of Marion, was 
unconscious, kept alive by liquids 
fed him through a nose tube, 

But today he can see. He is be- 
ginning to eat almost normally. 
Although he cannot yet speak, 
physicians think he can hear—but 
they’re not sure. 

While playing near his home at 


Marion last July 31, young Glenn’ 


wandered in the path of a taxi- 
cab. 

His spine and brain injured, he 
lies with casts on arms and legs in 
a silent world of coma much of 
the time. His condition is improv- 
ing, but he will be bedfast for a 
year—perhaps longer. 


Medical science, unable to op- 


erate on the delicate, injured brain 
parts—those bits of tissue that 


make the arms and legs go—has 
yielded to nature with the hope 
that they will heal normally. 


Every three hours the casts, nec- 


essary to keep the muscles from 
knotting and twisting, are re- 
moved and nurses massage the 
tiny limbs and arms. 

On last September 4, the boy 
was four years old. There was no 
candle-lit birthday cake as spe- 
cialists worked to relax the mus- 
cles. They said the turning point 
toward recovery came when a se- 
ries of convulsions caused a nat- 
ural relaxation,

Agreement to Follow Line off ; 
10 in Effect With Latin 
Republics. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(>)— 
Secretary Hull announced tonight 
that the United States would ne- 
gotiate a reciprocal trade agree- 
ment with Uruguay. 

Another step in a campaign to 
bring all of Latin America within 
the trade agreement system, the 
announcement followed recent de- 
cisions to negotiate with Argen- 

ina. Chile and Venezuela. 

Agreements are now in effect 
with 10 Latin American republics, 
and negotiations are under way 
with Cuba for a new agreement 
to take the place of an existing | 
one. 

Secretary Hull set November 18 
as the closing date for the submis- 
sion of briefs and applications to 
testify at the public hearings on 
the Uruguayan agreement open- 
ing December 5. 

He announced that the Uru- 
guayan government has agreed 
that the proposed trade agreement 
“will be based upon the principles 
of multilateral trade which under- 
lie the trade agreements program 
of the United States.” 

Hull issued a list of the Urue- 
guayan products on which tariff 
concessions may be granted by the 
United States. They include vege- 
table oils, tallow, oleo, meat prod- 
ucts, flaxseed, wools, hides, and 
agates. 

In 1929 the United States sold 
$28,245,000 worth of goods to Uru- 
guay and bought $18,677,000. In 
1932 the figures were down to $3,- 
217,000 and $2,104,000 respectively,

'|After Long ‘Frozen Sleep’ 


'The treatment was described by 
the committee member as one the 
medical profession believed to be 
the greatest advance in the treat- 
ment of cancer in the last twenty 
years. The “frozen sleep” method 
was originated and developed at 
Temple University hospital, Phila- 
delphia, three years ago. 

The treatments in New York, 
which will be expanded shortly 
with another treatment room in 
City hospital on Welfare island, 
were described as a “comprehen- 
sive clinical investigation” of the 
frozen sleep method. 

The temperature room was kept 
at 55 degrees, and the body tem- 
perature at 86 degrees. (Normal 
body temperature is 98.2). 

The patient was watched con- 
stantly by physicians, and was at- 
tended by nurses wearing flannel 
jackets and flannel underwear. 

He returned to a fully normal 
state seven hours after his re- 
moval from the room.

NEW ENGLAND AREA 


Dish-Smashing, Window- 
Rattler Centered in Can- 


ada, Instruments Show. 


BOSTON, Oct. 19.—(UP)—A 
dish-smashing, window rattling 
“major” earthquake felt through- 
out New England apparently was 
ecntered in a remote Canadian 
region, according to word received 
here tonight. 

Seismologist L. Don Leet at the 
Harvard University station receiv- 
ed word from Director Ernest A. 
Hodgson, of the Cenadian seismo- 
graph station at Ottawa, indicat- 
ing that the ‘quake was centered 
somewhere north of the St. Law- 
rence river. 

Hodgson reported that the tem- 
blors were noted on instruments 
in his station a few minutes be- 
fore being recorded at the station 
Leet supervises in Harvard, Mass. 
Leet at first believed the center 
was in the gulf of Maine off the 


Bay of Fundy. 

No casualties nor serious dam- 
age was reported, but the tremb- 
lors “wiped out” records at the 
Harvard station for 20 minutes at 
about 7 a. m. 

The ’quake in varying intensi- 


ties was felt throughout Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont—an area of some 
6,000,000 population.

12,000 VEHICLES 


$15,000,000 Will Be Spent 
in Streamlining; April 30 
Delivery Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—()— 
The War Department announced 
today that prospective army pur- 
chases of fhotor vehicles had been 
increased to 12,000, at a total esti- 
mated cost of about $15,000,000.

POLES WONTSEEK 
- LAND REDS TOOK 


Anglo-Polish Pact Did Not 
Require Britain to Resist 
Russian Attack. 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—(UP)—The 
new Polish government-in-exile 
and Britain have agreed that if 
and when Allied war aims are 
achieved and Poland is reconsti- 
tuted, Poland will not reclaim that 
portion of the country seized by 
the Soviet Union, it was under- 
stood tonight. 


This agreement was said to have 
been reached last week during the 
exchange of views by August Za- 
leski, Polish foreign minister, with 
Prime :-Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain and Viscount Halifax, British 
foreign secretary. 

Agreement Coincides. 

The reported agreement coincid- 
ed with revelation in the house of 
commons today by Richard Austen 
Butler, parliamentary undersecre- 
tary for foreign affairs, that the 
Anglo-Polish military alliance 
signed just before the outbreak of 
the war contained no provision re- 
quiring Britain to defend the Poles 
against invasion by the Soviet Un- 
ion. 

Butler said the alliance covered 
only aggression by Germany and 
made no mention of Russia or any 
other power. 

“During the negotiations leading 
to the signature of the agreement 
it was understood between the 
Polish government and His Ma- 
jesty’s government,” Butler said, 
“that the agreement would cover 
a case of aggression by Germany 
and the Polish government con- 
firms that this is so.” 

Diplomatic Talk. 

It was said in foreign diplomatic 
circles tonight that the agreement 
about reconstitution of Poland will 
be confirmed when Britain and 
France decide the time is oppor- 
tune to make public their war 
aims. 

Premier Benito Mussolini, it was 
said, would not have made his re- 
cent speech criticizing Britain’s 
attitude for not having also de- 
clared war on Russia, when the 
Soviets invaded Poland, had he 
been aware of the actual contents 
of the Anglo-Polish agreement.

Business Cautioned. 

Cautioning business against ex-

dustry and by individuals has not 
expanded. so rapidly as produc- 
tion and orders. Buying of basic 
commodities, after a burst of ac- 
tivity in early September, has 


slackened considerably, but orders 


for many semi-finished goods and 
for finished products, particularly 
machinery and railroad equipment, 
have continued jin large volume. 
Most orders come from domestic 
sources.” 

Production Gains. 

The gain in industrial produc- 
tion was marked by increases in 
nearly all lines, particularly iron, 
steel, flour, sugar, meat products 
and petroleum. Automobile pro- 
duction advanced seasonally as the 
manufacture of 1940 models be- 
gan, and textile output continued 
to gain. Shoe production, which 
had beén ‘large earlier in the year, 
declined in September. 

Increased sales by department 
stores in September and early Oc- 
tober, heavier railroad freight 
movements and increased com- 
mercial bank loans also were 
noted.

Radios Vivid Story of Gale 


Heroism of Women in Hurricane Praised; Behavior of 
Crew Called ‘Credit to American Merchant Marine;’ 
Liner Comes: Through With 73 Injured. 


(The following. account of the 
severe hurricane which struck the 
American liner President Harding, 
injuring 73 of her passengers and 
crew members, was wirelessed to 
the Associated Press by W. R. 
Clarke, of the Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Company.) 


By W. R. CLARKE. : 
ABOARD THE PRESIDENT 
HARDING AT SEA, Oct, 19.—(#) 
The passengers of the crowded 
President Harding had already ex- 


perienced an’ eventful voyage 
when the ship encountered a hur- 
ricane at 9:30 p. m. Tuesday. 

The wind velocity was 80 miles 
per hour, the barometer reading 
below 28.48 and very heavy seas 
culminated in a wave of moun- 
tainous proportions which stag- 
gered the ship and wrought havoc 
to passengers, crew and equip- 
ment, 


Terrifying Blow. 


There was a crash as the wave 
struck the port side of the ship 
and a rush of water through 
broken windows followed by a 
terrifying roll to starboard. The 
ship keeled over until it seemed 


almost impossible to right itself. 
Everything that was loose, and 
much that was well secured, was 
thrown around. 

The women of the ship cannot 
be praised too highly-for their 
quiet courage and skilled aid te 
the injured. They were particu- 
larly able in calming the children. 
The behavior of the ship’s officers 
and the crew was a credit .to the 
American merchant marine. 

The passengers were splendid. 

We were conscious of the ap- 
proaching storm as warnings were 
posted, and safety lines were 
placed. 

Unsecured, loose furnishings 
went hurtling through space un- 
til stopped by some obstruction. 
After what seemed an eternity, 
the ship righted itself and swung 
to port beam and then, as succeed- 
ing heavy seas struck, she de- 
veloped a heavy roll which last- 
ed until early hours of morning 
when the hurricane abated. 


Serious Injuries. 


Heavy seas continued through- 
out Thursday. There were seri- 
ous injuries to persons in public 
rooms, starboard promenade deck, 
boat deck cabins, crew quarters 
and galley. 

Immediately following the big 
wave all the uninjured crew mem- 
bers raced to the aid of passengers. 
Additional safety lines, were 
placed and smashed furniture 
lashed down. The injured were 


taken to places of safety and the 
uninjured ushered to cabins. 

is work was carried on un- 
der the most difficult conditions 
but without fuss or additional in- 
juries. The calm and efficiency 
of the officers and the crew was 
magnificent. It:made panic im- 
possible. , 

Some of the passengers assist- 
ed in the rescue work and soon 
the injured were cared for. Aft- 
erwards the crew set to work 
clearing debris and making the 
ship as comfortable as possible. 

Breakfast Call Amazes. 
The dining saloon and galley 


| pantry was an indescribable mess 


but by 7:30 the passengers were 
amazed by a call to breakfast. 

First aid for the injured was 
organized splendidly by’ ships’ 
doctor Thomas Fister. He was as- 
signed by Dr. H. Schur, of Vien- 
na, personal physician to the late 
Sigmund Freud, ahd Mrs. Schur. 

Also aiding in the work was Dr. 
H. Bonner, of Boston; Dr. W. Liv- 
ingston, of New York; Dr. K. Gla- 
ser, of Vienna; Dr. Max Weinberg, 
of New York, and a corps of vol- 
unteer men and women passen- 
gers. 

We radioed for additional medi- 
cal supplies and they were deliv- 
ered by 7 a. m. Wednesday by the 
coast guard:-cutter Hamilton by 
means of a line shot to the ship 
(the weather was too rough for 
the cutter to come alongside), 


HURRICANE-BATTERED 
ACADIA MAKES PORT. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—(P)— 
Battered in mountainous seas by 
a hurricane which at times reach- 
ed an intensity of 150 miles an 
hour, the staunch, little American 
steamer Acadia made port from 
Europe tonight, with 22 injured 
aboard. 

She carried 520 passengers, in- 
cluding 480 Americans fleeing the 
war zones. 

None of the 22, of whom six 
were passengers, was seriously in- 
jured, for which the ship’s sur- 
geon, Dr. George E. McLaughlin, 
credited the master, Captain Rob- 
ert H. Allen, who ordered all pas- 
sengers to remain in their cabins 
during the storm’s peak. 

The hurricane struck Tuesday 
with “terrific” force, 300 miles 
southeast of Cape Sable, Nova 
Scotia, Captain Allen said, de- 
claring that in his 30 years at sea 
he had never experienced ‘its equal. 
He estimated the wind velocity at 
125 miles an hour “and in gusts 
reached 150 miles an hour.” 

“You can tell the world this lit- 
tle ship stood up better than any- 
one could have expected,” he said.

Bee recently declared that he is 
certain that Oklahoma’s. freight 
rate interest lies more with the 
southeastern states than with the 
western states.s 

On the other side, Governors 
Prentice Cooper, of Tennessee, and 
Clyde Hoey, of North Carolina, say 
they firmly believe the eight 
southeastern states can present a 
stronger fight for parity alone 
than if the lesser problems of the 
southwestern states are dragged 
into the complicated picture. 

The western and southwestern 
states are serviced largely by 
trunk railroad lines and have 
other differences from the situa- 
tion facing the states of the south- 
east. 

Dixon Proposes Strategy. 

Governor Frank M. Dixon, of 
Alabama, who will be present, 
comes to the conference with still 
another idea on how to obtain 
parity in rates with the north and 
middle west. 

He thinks a leveling off of rates 
could best be accomplished by the 
southern states sending unin- 
structed delegations to the nation- 
al convention, thereby allowing 
the delegations to drive sharp 
bargains for the benefit of their 
section. | 

Governor Fred Cone, of Florida, 
and Governor Earl Long, of Lou- 
isiana, who probably will not at- 
tend this session, have not ex- 
pressed themselves. 

L. W. Robert Jr., secretary of 
the governors’ group, said that 
many states will be represented 
unofficially today.

FLIGHT TO MARS 
PLANE RECOVERED 


Eshelman Ship’s Wreckage 
Hauled Up in Nets of 


Fishermen. 


BOSTON, Oct. 19—(4)—Fisher- 
men on the Georges banks 156 
miles off Boston today pulled up 
in their nets the tangled wreck- 
age of the monoplane in which 
Cheston L. Eshelman, 21-year-old 
student flyer, took off last sum- 
mer “on a flight to Mars.” 

Identity of the little ship which 
had lain at the bottom of the ocean 
since June 6 when Eshelman 
crashed in the midst of the fish- 
ing fleet, was established through 
its motor’s magnet numbers. 

Earlier it had been believed the 
plane might be that of a missing 
trans-Atlantic flyer. 

Eshelman, with only a few 
hours instruction, rented the air- 
plane from Edward Walz and 
took off from Camden, N. J., just 
before dusk. The next morning 
fishermen sighted him far at sea 
and finally, after dropping a mes- 
sage asking directions to the near- 
est land, he crashed. 

His craft sank a few minutes 
after crew members of the trawler 
hauled him aboard a boat. 

When the fishermen asked him 
what his destination had been, he 
blandly replied: 

“My destination was Mars, but 
I. didn’t make it,” 

The Continental Motor Company 
at Detroit identified the airplane’s 
magneto numbers which later 
were verified by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority at Washington.

Kuhn Backs Red-Nazi Pact, 
But Still Fights Communism 


Tells Dies Committee Germany Turned to Russia for Raw 
Materials Because Great Britain for Years Had 


Rejected Reich’s 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(7)— 
In an uproarious session marked 
by much angry shouting, Fritz 
Kuhn, German-American Bund 
leader, defended the recent Russo- 
German pact before the Dies com- 
mittee today. but declared that he 
still was battling Communism in 
this country, 

The blond and burly witness ex- 
plained that Germany turned to 
Russia for raw materials because 
Great Britain for years had reject- 
ed the Reich’s pleas for relief from 
a shortage of such commodities. 
The United States, he added, had 
“boycotted” Germany. 

Witness Cries, 

When Representative Starnes, 

Democrat, Alabama, asked whether 


Kuhn was still fighting Commu- 


nists; the witness cried: 

“Mr. Starnes, I’m surprised at 
you. You a congressman and don’t 
know any better than that. I don’t 
have to take my former enemy’s 
ideology.” 

Kuhn and the Bund’s attorney, 
Wilbur V. Keegan, of West New 
York, N. J., also declared that the 
Bund had effected several “im- 
provements” in recent months to 
overcome criticism of its activities. 

They said the Bund had discard- 
ed the uniform for its members, 
had deleted the “heil” and Nazi 
salute from its ritual, had aban- 
doned its swastika emblem and had 
toned ‘down the criticism of Jews 
in its official newspaper. 

Kuhn also placed in the record 
a list of Bund units and their 
leaders, showing activity in 19 
states.

In response to an inquiry by 
Starnes, Kuhn indignantly denied 
it was significant that most of the 
Bund’s units were in the eastern 
area where, Starnes said, 90 per 
cent of the country’s munitions in- 
dustry was located. 


Spectators Jam. 


Spectators jammed a tiny, im- 
provised hearing room and over- 
flowed into the corridor. One 
spectator, close by the witness, 
made a low-voiced remark that 
so infuriated Kuhn that he shout- 
ed “stand back” and threatened to 
have the bystander thrown out. 
Movie floodlights blazed down on 
the scene and policemen frequent- 
ly cautioned the 
quiet, 

After the hearing, Kuhn left for 
New York to prepare for his trial 
on embezzlement charges. He said 
Thomas E. Dewey, New York dis- 
trict attorney, was “persecuting” 
him. 

Kuhn asserted, in reply to ques- 
tioning by Rhea Whitley, commit- 
tee counsel, that the Bund had 
sent out leaflets on the current 
neutrality issue but that he did 
not know how many or to whom. 
The witness, who was not asked 
what side of the question the leaf- 
lets took, said the distribution was 
part of the Bund’s “enlightenment” 
program. 

Bund’s Yearbook. 

At one point, Starnes brought 
forth the Bund’s yearbook of 1938. 

“Is any significance to be at- 
tached to the fact that Der 
Fueher’s picture is followed in this 
book by that of the President of 
the United States?” he inquired. 

“That the best place for them,” 
countered Kuhn. «

Mrs. Wrather is charged spe- 
cifically with the deaths of her 
son, a brother-in-law and her 
father-in-law. 

Loser disclosed today that the 
woman’s husband, Enoch B, Wra- 
ther Sr., manager of a Nashville 
mattress manufacturing company, 
suffered symptoms of arsenic poi- 
soning shortly before the death of 
his son. 

Loser said the two other deaths 
under investigation were those of 
members of Mrs. Wrather’s imme- 
diate family who had died within 
the last seven years. He did not 
disclose the kinship. 

The woman’s father-in-law, ‘An- 
drew Johnson Wrather, 80, died in 
1936; her brother-in-law, Richard 
Wrather, 50, in February, 1938, 
and her son, Enoch B. Wrather, 
Jr., 23, in September of this year. 

Loser said little is known of 
Mrs. Wrather’s past before she 
married her present husband at 
Paradise Ridge, a rural highland 
on the border of Davidson county, 
except that she is a native of Ohio.

What Colonel Lindbergh was 
doing was to present in American 
terms, and applied to us, the pic- 
ture of the new world order en- 
visaged by. the Nazis. It would be 
plain from the two speeches, and 
especially from the first one, if it 
were not already a well known at- 
titude, repeatedly expressed by the 
colonel in private conversations, 
and contemplated with approval, 
that he expects the Nazis to win 
this war. 

It is also plain from the speech 
that he foresees a quite new world 
order as a result of that victory. 


What he seems to be recom- 
mending to his fellow citizens is 
that we anticipate that victory, get 
the jump on it, as it were, and 
prepare to be in on the ground 
floor when the new order emerges. 


The fact that this new order rep- 
resents a_radical break with 
American tradition and American 
democratic ideas is not empha- 
sized, On the contrary, the colo- 
nel’s proposals are presented as 
a clear tendency of American his- 
tory. “American history. indicates 
this need.” 

The fact that American history 
until now has indicated nothing of 
the kind, but quite the opposite, is 
not mentioned. Tomorrow, thinks 
the colonel, it will, because tomor- 
row the world will be quite dif- 
ferent than it is today. 

The conclusions of Colonel 
Lindbergh’s speech are revolution- 
ary, and it is with these conclu- 
sions that we should be concerned, 
rather than with his specific rec- 
ommendations regarding the arms 
embargo. 


FOLLOWS 
HOOVER LEAD 

There he followed the lead of 

Mr. Hoover. While, in his pre- 
vious speech, he warned against 
emotionalism and sentimentality, 
saying that we should be “as im- 
personal as a surgeon’s knife,” in 
this matter he is sentimental.

The Third Reich proposes to 
replace the world-wide system of 
free intercourse and free or recip- 
rocal trade, which was maintained 
by the Pax Britannica from 1812 
to 1914 and with which this nation 
has collaborated in such policies as 
the open door in the Far East.

WHY ALLIES 
WAGE WAR 

Great Britain is to have the do- 
minions, which, however, will fall 
away, and should she come along 
willingly would be offered a trade 
deal with Germany on _ colonies. 
Italy’s “Lebensraum” is to be 
North Africa, with France relegat- 
ed to the status of protectorate, 
“freed of all major political re- 
sponsibilities.” 

And the sphere of the United 
States lies in the western hemi- 
sphere, though in just how much 
of the western hemisphere has 
never been made plain. In the new 
world redistribution to be made 
by the “renovating powers” Italy 
and Spain must be considered, and 
they, together with the Nazis, will 
have claims on South America un- 
less the United States frees itself 
of humanitarian-pacifist ideals and 
demonstrates its “organic-biologi- 
cal” fitness to rule on National So- 
cialist lines. 

Now it is against this concept 
of imperialism, of monopolized and 
controlled areas, that England and 
France are waging war. At every 
point this concept comes into con- 
flict with democracy which pre- 
sumes fundamental human equal- 
ity and with doctrines of political 
,;and national freedom. Only the 
powerful are to be free in the next 
Nazi era. The weak are to be 
“protected,” in the sense that they, 
as individuals and nations, are to 
be serfs of the strong. 

When Colonel Lindbergh says, “I 
do not believe this is a war for 
democracy. This is a war over the 
balance of power,” he begs the 
question. It is a war over whether 
the balance of power will be on 
the side of the trend toward world 
organization on the basis of equal- 
ity, or on the side of the trend 
toward world organization on the 
basis of master and slave peoples 
and nations. 

To these ideas must be added 
that of the coming sovereignty of 
land power over sea power, and of 
economic monopoly in large-scale 
areas under state capitalism over 
free trade and free or partially 
free economy on a world-wide 
scale. The first is the new Ger- 
manic concept. The second the 
Franco-British. 

Now the important thing about

Judge Adams, tentatively refus- 
ing to allow bond, ruled under 
Texas law this was not a bailable 
case, Arthur Lee Moore, of Fort 
Worth, one of Gallogly’s attorneys. 
contested the ruling and Judge 
Adams allowed him additional 
time to cite authorities. Gallogly’s 
attorneys would not say when this 
would be done, nor exactly when 
they would bring their appeal. 

Pending the appeal. Gallogly re- 
mained in custody of Sheriff Smoot 
Schmid, to whom he surrendered 
voluntarily last week after escap- 
ing from guards while en route to 
prison from an Atlanta hosvpital. 

Gallogly took the stand in his 
attorneys’ efforts to free him on 
bond pending the appeal. He tes- 
tified he was not able to make a 
large bond, and again related the 
circumstances of his escape and 
surrender.

In Good Order. 

Not only were Georgia’s papers 
in good order, he said, but they 
were “braddec together with a 
wax seal” when they were pre- 
sented to Governor O’Daniel. 

Final adjudication of the case 
might require a maximum of four 
months or a minimum of about 
three weeks, attorneys said. 

Defense lawyers have 90 days 
to prepare a statement of facts 
for submission to the court of 
criminal appeals. The appellate 
tribunal itself, however, coul 
dispose of the case in a minimum 
of three to four weeks if the ap- 
peal was made immediately.

third group of five attacked us 
unexpectedly from due east. 

“For an instant, I was in a hall 
of bullets, one of which hit my 
propeller. I wheeled like a flash 
and got out of the stream. Then 
it was a real dog-fight in all di- 
rections. We brought down two 
Germans and did not lose a man, 
although all our planes were hit. 

“Tt was a funny thing—my 
radio was still on, and, in the heat 
of the fighting, the boys back at 
our landing field heard me swear- 
ing like a drunken sailor, although 
I had no idea of it myself.” 

The pilots also expressed great 
indignation over the earlier kill- 
ing of Captain Claude, a French 
pilot, by three German planes 
when he jumped in his parachute. 

Riddled Chute With Bullets. 

“They riddle the chute with bul- 
lets, and put two through his 
head,” one boy told me. “So any 
German who jumps had better look 
out in the future.” 

The Frenchmen were certainly 
pleased that this first combat was 
against the crack German “circus,” 
the outfit which Richthofen and 
Goering once commanded. Their 
emblem is red with a checker- 
board. | 

The French belonged to one of 
the groups whose original squad- 
ron, founded in the spring of 1917, 
had accounted for 35 Germans in 
the World War and had never seen 
another air fight until now, al- 
though, of course, it had seen ac- 
tive service in Morocco, Syria and 
elsewhere. 

Fine, Stocky Pilots. 


They are a fine, stocky group of 
youngsters, mostly in their early 
twenties, shorter and darker than 
the average English pilot, but, I 
would say, a shade heavier. And 
keen as mustard, and delighted 
with their Curtiss planes, which 
carry a good deal more gas than 
the Messerschmidts and are much 
easier to maneuver. 

“The motor works like a clock,” 
one told me, “You put in. oil and 
gas, and off she goes.

mitted. He contended that Ger- 
many would strike at the source 
of munitions destined for Great 
Britain as well as attempting to 
sink them in transit. 

McCarran, an opponent of re- 
peal of the arms embargo, began 
the 14th day of debate on the neu- 
trality question with a plea to the 
press to correct what he describ- 
ed as an error in popular think- 
ing brought by “falacious propa- 
ganda.”

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—A 


new photo-electric eye which de- 
tects the approach of death in 


changing color of the skin was re- 
ported to the American College of 
Surgeons today. 

The eye gives warning in time 
to administer life-saving oxygen. 
It was designed at the Ford hos- 
pital, Detroit, for use in surgical 
operations, and promises to be 
useful wherever anesthetics or 
sedatives have to be given. 

Reported at a goiter symposium 
by Roy D. McClure, M. D., of De- 
troit, the eye has been used for a 
year experimentally on animals 
and is now about ready for human 
applications. 

When death approaches in a 
surgical operation, and often in 
other forms, the blood grows 
darker. The change is due to loss 
of oxygen. 

Anesthetic nearly always cause 
some loss of oxygen in the blood 
and the operation itself may cause 
more of this danger. 

The doctor giving the anesthetic 
watches the pallor of the uncon- 
scious person for the oxygen 
danger signs. By giving more oxy- 
gen he can stave off the final 
sinking. But he can see only the 
surface, 

The new eye looks virtually into 
the blood itself. This is done by 
placing a strong light behind the 
ear. Some ofthe rays pass through 
tissues and blood. The electric eye 
picks up these rays and detects 
changes in the blood color too 
slight for the human eye to see. 

Often this margin between life 
and death is very narrow, so that 
the instant warning of oxygen 
drop is vitally important. Chemi- 
cal analysis of a drop of blood 
would show the trouble. But in

SEIZED SUB CREW 
TELLS OF TERRORS 


Describes Thudding Detona- 
tion of Depth Charges 
Dropped by British. 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—(UP)—The 
terrors of being hunted by a Brit- 
ish submarine patrol were describ- 
ed today in an admiralty account 
of the story given by the cap- 
tured crew of a German U-boat 
destroyed in a recent engagement. 

The admiralty said that de- 
stroyers on an independent search 
of “northern waters” were notified 
that a submarine had been re- 
ported somewhat to the south. It 
took some hours to reach the po- 
sition but eventually the sumba- 
rine was detected and the ships’ 
companies went into action. 

Members of the submarine 
crew—some young, some old and 
bearded—told how they first 
heard the sound of the destroyers’ 
propellers becoming “louder and 
louder, then the thudding detona- 
tion of the first depth charges 
coming closer, 

“The first attack seriously dam- 
aged the submarine and made it 
leak,” according to the admiralty, 
and after a brief respite the Ger- 
mans heard the propeller sounds 
receding and breathed easier. 

But: soon the sound’ of the pro- 
pellers “became louder and then 
more depth charges sounded 
frightfully close.”

State of Teeth 
Depends Upon 
Early Care 


By Dr. William Brady. ” 


Not later than the age of three 
years every child should be ex- 
amined by the family dentor, who 
will remove any “green stains” or 
other discolorations and polish the 
teeth—all a pleasant experience: If 


present the dentor can apply a 
temporary filling quite painlessly, 


so that the prospect of future 
visits to the dentor remains a 
pleasant one. Such early dental 
care and defects in the formation 
of the temporary teeth will not 
Only promote the development of 
good teeth but will prevent much 
unnecessary discomfort and ex- 
pense later in childhood and 
youth. No longer can the conscien- 
tious parent dismiss the question 
of proper dental treatment for the 
young child on the foolish ground 
that the temporary teeth will be 
lost soon anyway. If decay of the 
|temporary teeth is not promptly 
arrested, the permanent teeth will 
not last long either. The carious 
primary tooth should be filled, not 
\extracted, for by keeping it in 
place until the permanent tooth is 
about to appear you enable nat- 
\ural growth and development to 
| proceed normally and that means 
ithe preservation of health and 
| beauty, 

More and more people today 
are undergoing voluntary health 
examinations from time to time, 
for the satisfaction of knowing 
just what their physical condition 
or health rating is and getting 
expert advice about keeping well 
or avoiding the particular hazards 
to which they may be susceptible. 
Such a health test or survey 
should invariably include a visit 
to the dentor for examination 
and any necessary dental treat- 
ment he or she advises. 

The better dentors nowadays 

regularly notify their patients that 
it is time to come in for such in- 
spection and prophylaxis. A ma- 
jority of patients respond to this 
reminder, and so, once more, all 
praise to the dentors. They are 
promoting the public health—even 
if they are not doctors in my lexi- 
con! 
Softening and rapid decay of 
_the teeth of the expectant mother, 
‘due to nutritional deficiency, 
chiefly inadequate daily intake of 
'calicum, phosphorus, vitamin D, 
'C, A and B-complex may be con- 
trolled by correcting these defi- 
ciencies in the diet, but dental de- 
fects or decay already present 
must be properly treated by the 
dentor, no matter what stage of 
pregnancy. Of course, the earlier 
the patient has her teeth put in 
order the better. But it is unjust 
to herself and unfair to the un- 
born.baby to neglect such dental 
care for fear of some complica- 
tions. Ordinary dental treatment 
and. filling cavities {fs as safe for 
the expectant mother as it is for 
anyone else. If any operation re- 
quiring anesthesia is required, 
then the attendance of the physi- 
cian and his advice should be re- 
quested.

NOTES | 


I would like to continue my 
suggestions for brining your gar< 
den. indoors for the winter. Many 
of us try ivy; it is very easy to 
obtain, and we think it as being 
easy to make live. I have brought 
it in for many years, and it is a 
joy. I find that by taking some 
pieces already rooted to plant in 
soil I have better success than 
by putting cuttings in water. Place 
some bone-meal in your soil, use 
sand and leaf mold with your 
good garden loam, firm the roots 
well when planting, water when 
needed and you will have a pot of 
“greenery” which will make your 
home more cheery all winter. 


I wonder if you have ever made 
a glass garden? I use a small 
aquarium for the garden. Into the 
bottom I place some coal ashes for 
drainage, . Next I put in an inch 
of sand. Then I place over this, 
soft green moss from the woods. 
Then I add any material which 
has been available. Tiny little 
seedling’ ferns from the damp 
woods, and always mitchella vine 
with the bright red berries. These 
stay on the vine for a year or 
longer. I made a glass garden for 
a friend four years ago and it is 
still very lovely. Not only that, 
but many cuttings have been 
pinched off. for other glass gar- 
dens. It has been watered twice 
a year, is kept away from direct 
sunshine, because shining through 
the glass causes an intense heat. 
All through the heat of the sum- 
mer it remains delightfully cool 
and dewy, making us wonder if 
the weather could be so hot and 
dry. In this garden is some rain- 
bow moss (selanginella) anda 
clump of ophiopogon japonicum. 
Some small cuttings of boxwood, 
which have rooted. Also a cut- 
ting of silver cypress has also 
rooted. These rooted cuttings can 
be moved to the garden and other 
cuttings can take their place. Be 
careful about adding china orna- 
ments, you can so quickly ruin 
your naturalistic bit of lanscape.

The Test That Looms 


Recent developments in the European war 
have, understandably, raised considerable 
- foubt among the British public as to the com- 
‘parative strength of the British navy and the 
' German sky and underwater armaments. 

Undoubtedly the most dramatic incident of 
_ the war to date was the sinking of the British 
heavy cruiser, “Royal Oak,” while it was an- 
chored in the supposedly safe naval harbor of 
Scapa Flow. That a German submarine was 
able to pass all the defenses of that harbor, 
sink a major vessel and return safely to its own 
port, was a marvelous feat and one that will 
all for a lot of explaining by the British ad- 
miralty. 

The German air raid on the Firth of Forth 
is more significant than casualties on either 
side would indicate. There were 12 or 14 Ger- 
/Man planes taking part. They dropped bombs 
and inflicted minor damage on three British 
- ships. ‘Four of the German planes were down- 
ed by anti-aircraft fire or by fighters of the 
Royal Air Force, 

The significance of these two incidents cen- 
ters upon their implications, rather than on 
the actual achievements. 

The first showed that the submarine is a 
_ far more powerful weapon against surface craft, 
even the greatest of warships, than has been 
_ generally .believed. The second proves it is 
_ possible for German bombers to fly from a 
home base to any part of Britain, that there 
is no area of the tight little isle now safe from 
enemy attack. 

It has been contended by some experts that 
- the airplane will be the deciding factor in mod- 
: ern war. In the past all wars have been, 
basically, waged between land powers and sea 
' powers, with the victory generally going to the 
- Jatter because of the greater fluidity, or mo- 
bility, of strength. 

It is possible, however, that today the pow- 
er strongest in the air will enjoy an advantage 
over naval strength, as great as the advantage 
of sea power over land power. If this is true, 
the outcome of the present war would seem to 
depend upon the comparative effectiveness of 
the air armadas of Germany and of the Allies. 

It is reasonable to suppose that Hitler, with 
winter rapidly approaching, will be tempted 
' to try an air attack in force against Britain. 
- What has been seen so far is merely prelimi- 
_ Mary sparring. A real attack means hundreds 
| of planes coming over their objective in wave 
_ after wave. Then will come the great test, be- 
_ tween the offensive power of the Nazi bomb- 
_ @fs and the defensive strength of the R. A. F. 
- fighters. As well as, in all probability, a fur- 
_ ther test between bombers of the air and the 
_ floating fortresses of the sea. 

_ if Britain is able to beat off such attacks, 
- if she is able to keep her navy reasonably in- 
tact, Germany is doomed. For the British 
 Maval blockade and the economic strength of 
_ the Allies mean a slow strangulation for a na- 
| tion such as Nazidom. 

-_ On the other hand, if Germany can break 
_ the British blockade, by air and submarine at- 
_ tack, she in turn would be able to place a 
_ blockade into effect against Britain. That is- 
~ land, without its fleet, would be woefully vul- 
 nerable to such a stoppage of ocean commerce.

Millions of Homeless 
President Roosevelt spoke with a humani- 
tarian’s voice when, at a White House meeting 
of leaders of the intergovernmental commit-~- 
tee on political refugees, he declared the United 
States and other neutral nations must press the 


task of building “new refuges for the tired, for . 


the poor, for the huddled masses yearning to be 
free.” At the same time, he spoke as very much 
of a realist in predicting that between 10 and 
20 million persons may become refugees as a 
result of the present European conflict, which 
he termed “this ghastly war.” 

In proposing a new, gigantic program to 
resettle these homeless masses in the earth’s 
“vacant spaces,” the President had many in- 
telligent suggestions to offer. He asked the 
committee to study scientifically the geograph- 
ical and economic problem of resettling several 
million people in new areas of the earth’s sur- 
face, and asked that modern engineering be 
applied to the great task, a task which, he 
warned, would be complicated enormously by 
the European war. | 

“We have been working, up to now, on too 
small a scale,” said the President, “and we 
have failed to apply modern engineering to our 
task. We know already there are many com- 
paratively vacant spaces on the earth’s surface 
where from the point of view of climate and 
natural resources European settlers can live 
permanently. Some of these lands have no 
means of access; some of them require irriga- 
tion; most of them require soil and health sur- 
veys; all of them present, in the process of 
settlement, economic problems which must be 
tied in with the economy of existing settled 
areas. The possible field of new settlements 
covers many portions of the African, American 
and Australasian portions of the globe.” 

President Roosevelt has put the issue square- 
ly. It is up to the neutral nations to solve the 
pressing refugee problem. Those charged with 
the huge task must apply modern science to the 
work. Nor can any civilized nation dodge its 
responsibilities in working out a final solution 
to one of the worst of the world’s mammade 
difficulties. 


To Aid Marketing 


The presence in Washington of commission- 
ers of agriculture from southern states seeking 
congressional approval of a bill providing funds 
for improving marketing conditions for farm 
produce focuses attention on this important 
measure. 


This is the Bailey bill, sponsored by Senator 
Bailey, of North Carolina. It passed the senate 
last session, and is now before the agricultural 
committee of the house of representatives. Un- 
der the measure, states would be given funds 
to use in improving marketing facilities. In 
Georgia, passage of the bill would mean approx- 
imately $75,000 a year for this purpose, 

The measure has much to recommend it. For 
it is obvious that better prepared products will 
bring better prices on the open market. And, 
as has been pointed out by proponents of the 
plan, the federal government is now spending 
large sums teaching farmers how to plant and 
grow produce, but doing little, if anything, to 
teach them how to market what they produce. 

Alton Cogdell, director of the bureau of 
markets, who is among those in Washington 
working in behalf of the bill, summed up the 
crux of what the measure hopes to accomplish 
when he said: “They say you can’t teach a 
farmer how to grade his products. But when 
he buys them, he always picks out the Number 
One.” In a nutshell, there is the best argument 
for the bill.

Contrast

Soon after his release, 
he announced plans to divorce his wife of many 
years, @ woman who had fought steadfastly for 
his release and who had remained loyal to him 
during the long struggles of the case.

FORMULA FOR PEACE

THE WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The Greek 
on OF rae drama was founded on the assumption 
that sins of pride soon brought their own reward. That the same 
truth applies to American politics is now being disagreeably proved 
to the New Dealers by the plight of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

The sin-of pride, in this particular instance, was the New Deal- 
ers’ assumption that it was no longer necessary to conciliate busi- 
ness opinion. The Wagner labor relations act was passed in the 
hottest period of New Deal-business conflict; and when the battle 
was going all the New Deal’s way. In staffing the board, the Presi- 
dent and his aides almost entirely omitted consultation with the busi- 
ness element. And, in choosing the subordinate personnel, the New 
Dealers went further, giving preponderance to the wishes of the 
labor faction for whom they felt most sympathetic—the leaders of 
the then emergent CIO. 

_ The result was inevitable. Although the board’s court record has 

been better than that of most other New Deal agencies, it has been 
in constant hot water with the AFL and with businessmen. Now, 
although the President’s appointment of William M. Leiserson has 
given the board a different character, the hot water appears to 
be growing even deeper. Having pleased the CIO at the expense 
of the AFL and the businessmen, the board’s present efforts to be 
nicer to everybody have only succeeded in enraging the CIO. John 
L. Lewis has let loose his thunders, and the unhappy board has few 
defenders anywhere. 


LEISERSON AND CHANGE Just where the board will end, 

no one can foretell. Leiserson, 
who had made an excellent reputation as mediator of railway labor 
problems, was brought in when the AFL grimly told the President 
that it would block the reappointment to the board of pro-CIO 
Donald Wakefield Smith. At that time, influential New Dealers 
were rather cynically discussing the wisdom of conducting a sort of 
modified red-hunt at the NLRB as proof that the choice of Leiser- 
son really meant business. 

The red-hunt did not materialize, but, since Leiserson moved in, 
there have been important changes in the NLRB staff. The hot- 
speaking Los Angeles regional director, Towne J. Nylander, to whom 
was attributed the boast that the “employers don’t have a chance,” 
has been replaced by a moderate, W. P. Spreckels, and most of 
Nylander’s henchmen have either been transferred or allowed to go. 
Hugh E. Sperry, an old associate of Leiserson’s, has been named re- 
gional director at Kansas City, and one other regional office has 
also been put in charge of a supposed Leiserson men. Most im- 
portant of all, John C. Shover, who was both Leiserson’s candidate 
and stood first on the civil service list, has been named as the 

irector of NLRB personnel. 
er NLRB Rowtecn seek to make light of these changes, but 
the total impression remains forceful. All the evidence points to 
the conclusion that Leiserson has been shaking up the board, with 
a strong presidential authorization to support him. 


UTI Leiserson has also imported a new 
a on tee LATS legal theory, on the basis of which 


he has already thrice dissented from the opinions of his colleagues, 
Chairman J. Warren Madden and Edwin Smith. And there is dis- 
cernable a broad shift in NLRB direction. Whether the shift is 
attributable to Leiserson alone, or to a sharp presidential lecture 
to the other board members, it matters little. In any case, it is this 
shift of direction which has got under the CIO skin and caused the 
CIO to call the board an “enemy of labor.’ 

Meanwhile, enough of the board’s old self remains to make it 
unlikely that the AFL will forget and forgive. Chairman Madden 
is a stand-offish, highly independent man, who is not exactly be- 
loved, but the AFL’s real hatred is reserved for Edwin Smith, who 
is accused of being as pro-CIO as Donald Wakefield Smith, and for 
a group of influential secondary officials. Among these, Nathan 
Witt, secretary of the board, is pre-eminent. A dark, soft-spoken 
lawyer, he is far enough to the left to have been an active op- 
ponent of Judge Ferdinand Pecora and SEC Commissioner Jerome 
Frank, when they sought to have the lawyers’ guild condemn Com- 
munist as well as Fascist dictatorship. 

Besides its troubles with the CIO and AFL, the board is also 
being investigated by a long array of eager congressional commit- 
tees, and is under constant attack from businessmen and the press. 
Altogether, the NLRB’s lot is not a happy one, and much of its un- 
happiness might have been avoided by more caution at the outset.

They undoubtedly had the services of a spy who had supplied them 
with a chart of the mines and the submarine nets which guarded 
the harbor.

THE RAM “ALBEMARLE” The Confederacy had been exist- 

ing largely through the efforts of 
the blockade runners, They brought the pitifully few supplies the 
blockaded southern territory needed so desperately. 

The blockade runners had been severely tested through the su- 
perior fleet of the Federal government. They would have been 
destroyed had it not been for the work of the new rams which the 
Confederacy built. - 

One of the greatest was the Albemazle, operating in North Caro- 
lina waters and protecting the city of Plymouth. The wooden ships 
of the day could not stand against the rams. 

Lieutenant Cushing had been active in the Federal navy all that 
spring and summer. He had distinguished himself on land and sea. 

Toward the end of May an effort had been made to blow up 
—_ Hey geting tg torpedoes tied together and released upstream 
rom the ram. e current was to bring them against . 
This effort had failed. spe . ersccone 

Cushing made other plans but it was not until late October he 
succeeded. In a steam launch with a cutter in tow, Cushing went 
up the river inlet. The river was about 200 yards wide and there 
were pickets along each bank.

His journey was eight miles up the river to where the ram lay. 

As he drew near he was hailed by the Albemarle. The ram 
was tied up at the wharf. About her was a boom of logs, tied with 
chains.

Cushing cast off his cutter, and with as much steam as he could 
muster, headed for the ram. 


THE SUPREME COURAGE He was, of course, constantly un- 

der fire and his crew. was return- 
ing the fire. He was firing canister. The Albemarle’s guns were 
firing shell and rifle. 

The launch carried a heavy boom. On the end of it was a tor- 
pedo. Cushing, with the bullets flying about him, lowered his boom 
and made ready. ‘ 

The Iaunch crashed into the boom of logs. They gave. Cushing 
lowered his boom at the right instant and it was driven against the 
side of the ship, exploding there. 

A great wall of water was thrown up and almost at the moment 
of impact a shell passed through his launch. The fire was resumed 
from the Albemarle, which was sinking at the wharf. Cushing 
threw off his shoes and leaped into the water, calling on those of his 
crew yet alive to follow. 

Only he and one other escaped alive. Three bullet holes were 
found in his clothing. He escaped by swimming a mile down river 
and crawling into the swamp, from which he later made his way 
to safety. Plymouth fell into the hands of the Federals. The 
blockade on the South was made the more effective. 

That exploit must remain as one of the greatest in the history 
of naval warfare. It was, in effect, a sort of submarine engagement 
in that the small launch was low in the water and the torpedo was 
cea on a boom instead of being fired across the surface of the 
water.

Allies, one still must admire the courage and 
the daring of the German crew which systematically destroyed 
while at anchor, one of the 14 ships of the line which the English 
possess. 

Commanded by one identified as Lieutenant Prien, the submarine 
came in through an intricate pattern of nets and mines, at an hour 
just before dawn.

In the World War, the two greatest submarine exploits were by 
the English. A British submarine penetrated into the heavily mined 
Baltic and damaged a German ship there. 

The greatest exploit, and one which almost rivals that of Scapa 
Flow, was by Commander Nasmith, in the E-11, who penetrated the 
mines of the Dardanelles and spread havoc there. Later, however, 
the German submarines arrived and drove away the English fleet, 
which lost three ships in quick order. 

The submarine will keep the large battleships in harbors except 
when they go out in formation accompanied by destroyers.

Will modern warfare destroy civilization? 

The answer must depend upon the length of the war. 

A short war, though equally destructive of life and property 
cannot destroy civilization itself. For civilization is not a physical 
structure of office buildings, railroads, factories, school buildin 
churches and libraries. These are the works of civilization, bu 
civilization itself is in the hearts and minds of men, 

Somewhere the accumulated knowledge of our race would be

pact to preserve the present ter-

eastern Mediterranean and _ the 
Balkans. 

The treaty, signed in Ankara, 
provided that the three powers 


come to the aid of one another in 
case of aggression leading to war 
in those two areas. Turkey there- 
fore would not become involved 
in the British-French war with 
Germany unless it spreads there. 

A clause in the pact likewise 
permits Turkey to remain neutral 
in the event of war among Brit- 
ain, France and Soviet Russia. 
This was interpreted to mean any 
war with Russia which did not 
upset the present situation in the 
eastern Mediterranean or the Bal- 
kans. 

Weygand Among Signers. 
The treaty, which included eco- 

nomic as well as military clauses, 
was signed for Turkey by Premier 
Refik Saydam and Marshall Feczi 
Tchakmak; for France by Rene 
Massigli, ambassador to Ankara, 
and General Maxime Weygand, 
commander-in-chief of French 
forces in the eastern Mediterra- 
nean, and for Britain by Ambas- 
sador Sir Hughe M. Knatchbull- 
Hugessen and Lieutenant General 
Archibald P. Wavell, British mid- 
dle east commander. 

Its provisions include: 

1. British-French assistance to 
Turkey if an act of aggression is 
committed against Turkey by a 
European power and in the event 
of an act of aggression by a Eu- 
ropean power leading to war in 
the Mediterranean area in which 
Turkey is involved. 

When Turks Will Fight. 

2. Turkish assistance to Britain 
and France if they become involv- 
ed in any war in the eastern Med- 
iterranean resulting from an act 
of aggression by a European pow- 
er and in the event the western 
powers become engaged in hostil- 
ities in carrying out their inde- 
‘%mendence guarantees to Greece 
@nd Rumania. 

3. Immediate tripower consulta- 
tion “with a view to such common 
. action as might be considered ef- 
fective” in case of aggression by a 
European power against another 
whose assistance one of the con- 
tracting parties has undertaken 
and in the event of any aggres- 
sion against another European 
state which one of the signatories 
considered “a menace to its own 
security.”

GRIPS EUROPE AS ALLIED COUP WINS TURKEY

BERLIN, Oct. 19.—In Russian 
circles here it was asserted that a 
“number of German naval offi- 
cers have traveled through Rus- 
sia over the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road to Vladivostok.” The Rus- 
sians understand that these offi- 
cers were on their way to the Car- 
oline and Marianne (Ladrone) is- 
lands, which formerly were Ger- 
man but now belong to Japan. 

The Russians added that the 
Japanese are allowing the Ger- 
mans to establish submarine bases 
on these islands. If this were true, 
the Germans would be able to 
threaten British and French pos- 
sessions in the far east. German 
experts repeatedly have declared

| would crumble swiftly.” 

(The Japanese mandated

Experts studying the problem 
declared that oil delivery from 
Dutch East India “could easily be 
istopped by submarines operating 
from the former German colonies.”

Tripower Treaty. 

The tripower treaty, which re- 
placed temporary mutual assist- 
‘ance pledges earlier this year by 
the three signatories, supplements 
‘the British-French guarantees to 
‘Rumania and Greece and guaran- 
tees of the Balkan Entente. 

It especially bolsters Rumania, 
the Balkan state regarded as in the 
greatest danger. 

While the course Bulgaria will 
take was obscure, it was certain 
that pro-Russian feeling had in- 
creased there in recent weeks. 

Political observers said the pres- 
ent Bulgarian sentiment was not 
unlike that of czarist days when 
Bulgaria dreamed of becoming a 
great south Slav power with Rus- 
sia’s aid. 


Deputy George Markoff, who re- 
cently headed a Bulgarian mission 
to Moscow, returned to Sofia with 
word that Joseph Stalin approved 
Bulgaria’s demands for “justice.” 

After the Bulgarian cabinet re- 
signed at Sofia King Boris con- 
ferred with various political lead- 
ers on the nation’s critical situ- 
ation. 

Among them was Stoichzo Mo- 
shanoff, president of the assembly 
and opponent of Kiosseivanoff. 

While the resigned premier had 
pro-German inclinations, Mosha- 
noff was known for his French- 
British leanings.

In Bulgaria, the country most 
desirous of a change in the pres- 
ent Balkan lineup, the cabinet of 
Premier George Kiosseivanoff re- 
signed and King Boris III set 
about establishing a new govern- 
ment of national concentration. 

The cabinet crisis came as Bul- 
garia was moving more troops to 
the Turkish and Rumanian fron- 
tiers and was calling nearly half 
a million more men to arms.

He de- 
clared the instrument cemented a 
“long term policy of collaboration” 
and was not merely “a temporary 
arrangement to meet a pressing 
emergency.” 

The house of commons was in 
expectant mood as Chamberlain 
asked permission to interrupt a 
minor argument on war prices 
and profiteering. 

The members knew the pact 
was to be signed. 

They knew the diplomatis and 
strategic store the government set 
by it as the key to the Balkan bloc. 

Remember Dardanelles, 

They remembered the dis1s- 
trous attempt to smash open the 
Dardanelles gateway to southeast- 
ern Europe in the World War—an 
attempt that cost 130,000 men in 
killed, missing and wounded. In 
that attempt they sought to get 
aid to their ally, Russia. 

After telling the house of his 
announcement last May 12 that 
Britain and Turkey had agreed to 
conclude a long-term mutual as- 
sistance pact, Chamberlain said 
the terms of the treaty itself were 
agreed on three weeks ago. 

“But signature was postponed,” 
he said, “as it was hoped by the 
Turkish government that the visit 
of the Turkish minister of foreign 
affairs to Moscow might result in 
the conclusion between Turkey 
and the U. S. S. R. of a parallel 
treaty.” 

Reds Asked Too Much. 

Then he told of the “temporary 
suspension” of the Turkish-Rus- 
sian talks last Tuesday because 
Turkey “felt that certain of the 
proposals which were made to 
them” could not be reconciled 
with points Great Britain, France 
and Turkey already had agreed 


on. 

He stressed that Turkey and 
Russia continued friends. 

The Turkish government, Cham- 
berlain read from his statement, 
had decided not to wait any long- 
er. He looked up. 

“T am glad to announce to the 
house,” said the prime minister, 
“that the treaty was signed at An- 
gora (Ankara) half an hour ago.” 

He smiled exultantly, looking 
around the chamber. The house 
thundered a cheer. 

Opposition Applauds. 

After Chamberlain concluded 
with praise of Turkey as a country 
“for the qualities and character of 
whose people we have the highest 
regard and admiration,” opposition 
leaders jumped to their feet to ap- 
plaud the government's diplomatic 
victory. 

Major Clement R. Attlee wel- 
comed the announcement on be- 
half of the Labor party. 

He said he hoped the friend- 
ship with Turkey might long en- 
dure and “be strengthened and 
grow greater.” 

The acting Liberal leader, Sir 
Percy Harris, congratulated the 
government on the successful con- 
clusion of “what must have been 
difficult and delicate negotiations.”

“The new order in east Asia 
has been officially defined in Ja- 
pan as an order of security, sta- 
bility and progress,’ Grew said.

“It is probable that many of you 
are not aware of the in j 
extent to which the people of the 
United States resent methods 
which Japanese armed forces are 
employing in China and what ap- 
pear to be their objectives .. ..” 
Grew continued to his tense au- 
dience. 

Shocked by Bombings. 

“American people have been 
profoundly shocked over the wide- 
spread use of bombing in China, 
not only on the grounds of hu- 
manity but also on the grounds of 
direct menace to American lives 
and property, accompanied by the 
loss of American life and the crip- 


~ pling of American citizens.” 


“The American people, from all 
thoroughly reliable evidence com- 
ing to them, have good reason to 


believe an effort is being made to 


establish control in Japan’s own 
interests in large areas of the con- 
tinent of Asia and put on them 
a system of closed economy,” the 
ambassador asserted. 

“What I shall say in Japan in 
the ensuing months comes ‘straight 
from the horse’s mouth,’ in that 
it will accurately represent and 
interpret some current thoughts 
of the American government and 
people.” 

Grew concluded: 

“Only through consideration of 
those facts and steps to alter those 
facts can Japanese-American rela- 
tions be improved. . . .”

to death and three others persons, 
including the husband, were 
wounded seriously today as the 
aftermath, an officer said, of an 
alimony suit. 

Sheriff J. Henry Kennedy re- 
ported Luther Thompson, a mid- 
dle-aged farmer, killed his es- 
tranged wife and turned the pis- 
tol upon himself after wounding 
a son, Lawrence, and a brother-in- 
law, Byron Rogers.

But it was being said that the 
understanding with Russia, now 
that the Fuehrer had decided to 
approve formally the recent pacts 
with her, is complete and un- 
shakeable. 


There was no indication that the 
new Turkish agreement with the 
western Allies in any way altered 
the Russian-German decision to 
reorganize eastern Europe to their 
liking without outside influence. 


Meanwhile Germany’s general 
staff was announcing that “the 
first phase” of the war in the west 
was finished with French with- 
drawal from the last kilometer of 
German soil. 

Developments Listed, 
High spots of an eventful day 
were: 
1, Germany made belated an- 
nouhcement of a decree whereby 
Pomerellen (Polish corridor) and 
Polish Silesia were annexed and 
new German governmental dis- 
tricts of West Prussia and Posen 
were created to take in the new 
territories. 
2. Hitler announced ratification 
of agreements with Russia by 
which the two states’ “boundaries 
of spheres of interest” in Poland 
were fixed. 
3. The high command announced 
that the first phase of the war in 
the west was ended with the last 
French soldier having retreated 
and abandoned occupied German 
territory. The command left the 
world guessing what the next 
phase of the war in the west might 
be. 


Still Hope For Peace. 

4. The high command went out 
of its way to emphasize that the 
German army stopped short at the 
French boundary, indicating the 
reich still hopes that France will 
be persuaded that the war is un- 
necessary. 

5. The German ambassador to 
Turkey, the experienced and 
shrewd Franz von Papen, started 
for Berlin in a hurry to discuss 
the Mediterranean developments. 

Signing of the Turkish-British- 
French mutual assistance pact! 
caused anxiety and _ speculation | 
here. 

Nazi efforts to consolidate Ger- 
many’s position in extreme south- 
eastern Europe by enlisting Tur- 
key’s support in Moscow-Berlin 
co-operation appeared to have 
been shattered by the signing. 

Fear Balkans Endangered.

Pact With Turks GainsGoal _ 


Allies Sought in World War 


Treaty Opens Back Door to Giemany, Slows Italy and 
Russia in the Mediterranean and Offsets 
Nazi Deal With Stalin.

Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Anglo-French diplomacy has 
achieved, in the mutual assistance 
pact with Turkey, what all the 
valor of British troops and the 
might of the British navy failed 


to do in the World War. 

The Dardanelles doorway to 
eastern Europe stands ajar. Be- 
yond it lie Rumania’s oil and oth- 
er resources vital to Germany— 
resources that the World War Al- 
lies sought by bloody battle to cut 
off. The Franco-British Allies are 
knocking again, if only warningly 
as yet, at that back door to Ger- 
many. 

Nor does that warning tap sound 
only in German ears. It rings 
loudly in Rome and in Moscow to 
forestall aggression by either Italy 
or Soviet Russia that would carry 
the present war into the Medi- 
terranean sea. To what extent it 
weakens the Rome-Berlin or the 
Berlin-Moscow axes remains to be 
seen. 

Puts War Back on Sea. 

Reduced to its simplest terms, 
that pact is calculated by its au- 
thors to act as a powerful deter- 
rent to Russian or Italian involve- 
ment in the present war. It seeks 
to limit the conflict to an Allied 
sea siege of Germany; to a battle 
of economic endurance rather than 
of clashing armies. And it tends 
to offset the German diplomatic 
coup that brought Soviet Russia 
into the European war picture as 
a benevolent neutral and partner 


of Germany in the partition of 
Poland. 

Detailed terms of the Turkish- 
British-French pact are of less im- 
mediate interest than its probable 
repercussions on the Scandina- 
vian-Finnish conversations, which 
were prompted by Russian diplo- 
matic successes in the Baltic area, 
Turkey’s rejection of Russian- 
proffered deals to bar the Darda- 
nelles to all belligerents, and her 
fulfillment of her commitments to 
France and England, show that she 
believes ultimate victory must lie 
with the Allies in the present 
war. 

Braced Nordic Attitude. 

Foreknowledge that the pact 
would be signed unquestionably 
stiffened Finnish-Scandinavian de. 
termination to resist Russian pres- 
sure and defend their neutrality. 
That angle was carefully kept out 
of the official announcement of 
conference results at Stockholm. 
The announcement was softened, 
also, by the expression of a peace 
hope by the three Scandinavian 
Kings and the Finnish President. 

Yet behind that Stockholm con- 
ference lies a spectre for Germany 
—the possibility that economic 
avenues to Swedish iron ore may 
be closed to her if Russian pres- 
sure in the Baltic should force the 
issue and throw the Nordic neu- 
trals ultimately into the arms of 
the Anglo-French Allies. That in- 
creases speculation that Germany 
may be trying off-stage to per- 
suade Russia not to go too far 
either in the Baltic or the Balkans.

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PARIS, Oct. 19.— (4) —The 
French high command tonight an- 
nounced its forces had withdrawn 
for distances as much as six miles 
along a 22-mile section of the 
western front’s northern flank. 

The withdrawals were described 
in a communique issued as the 
French reported a diplomatic vic- 
tory in the new French-British- 
Turkish treaty which they said 
gave the Allies control of the 
Dardanelles, Germany’s backdoor, 
in case the war spreads to the 
Balkans. 

Seven Miles Into Germany. 

The communique, reviewing 
Monday’s German attack in force, 
indicated that the French now 
were almost back on their own 
frontier, since the best estimates 
of the French advance into Ger- 
many during the first month of 
“the war placed them no further 
than seven miles on German soil 
at any one point. 

The French said their losses 
were “very light” in the pre-ar- 
ranged withdrawal to a line still 
“far in advance” of the perma- 
nent Maginot fortifications. 

One unit officer and 50 men, 
however, were outflanked by the 
advancing Germans and cut off. 
Whether they died on the spot or 
were taken prisoners was not dis- 
closed, the communique saying 
merely the unit “defended itself 
gallantly.” 

The only activity reported to- 
day was described as that of nu- 
merous patrols and artillery fire, 
particularly on the extreme north- 
ern flank of the front just east 
of the Luxembourg border. 

Behind the lines, the British and 
French air ministries conferred at 
length “somewhere in France” yes- 
terday to discuss the war in the 
air. The first announcement of the 
meeting said it took place today 
but this was amended by a later 
announcement. 

A brief announcement connect- 
ed this meeting with two-previous 
sessions of the Allied Supreme 
Ware Council. The first was held 
September 12 in France, the sec- 
ond September 22 in England.

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There probably is a lot to what Pop Warner alleges about 
college football today. 

Writing in this week’s issue of Collier’s, he claims that cur- 
rent limitations of the offense have made the college game 
stagnant and suggests a few changes in the rules which he thinks 
would pep it up and give both player and spectator a break. 

But before going into what the veteran Warner thinks would 
liven up the game generally, it is proper to point out that his 
indictment cannot cover football teams a whole. : 

Pop has not seen the Georgia Tech offense, for in- 
stance. There may be limitations on the offensives of 

a majority of teams, but it would be highly unfair to in- 

clude Tech in any group accused of putting on a dull 

performance. 

Tech’s reputation has spread from coast to coast as a team 
of unlimited deception. Officials will tell you they lose the ball 
at times. Opposition players are frank to admit they are be- 
fuddled more than half the time. r 

The old magicians’ line about ‘‘now you see it and now you 
don’t” fits Tech like a glove so far as hiding the hall is con- 
cerned. It is surprising that the Tech backs themselves don’t 
forget where they put it now and then. 

It is really that sort of an offense. It depends not 

on bruising power or ultra-speed, but on timing and pre- 

cision. There are so many plays that start alike and turn 

out to be something else that the opposition seldom 

knows what to expect. : 

So really Pop Warner has written something that ranks as 
a testimonial to the coaching genius of W. A. Alexander, who 
is a member of the rules committee. 
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EMPHASIS ON DEFENSE. 


Pop charges the defense has taken over the whole show. 
‘The formula has become ‘Stop the other team.’ And with high- 
powered scouting and rules that put a crimp in attacking, the 
defense packs all the trump cards. The average game today is 
So dull in spots to the general spectator that he actually watches 
but little of it and only sees the high lights. 

“It is a fact that, contrary to the best interests of the 
game, the most important changes in the rules recently 
have tended to curb the amount of scoring. The elimi- 
nation of the onside kick, the removal of the goal posts 
to the end zone, the legislation against the screen pass, 
the revision of the fumble rule and the recent addition 
of the dead-ball rule have all deprived the offense of im- 
portant means of scoring. 

“The football rules committee have not been awake to a 
growing need for reforming the game. They have adopted a 
few half-baked rules, several of which are not enforceable, and 
most of which have befuddled everyone connected with the 
game, not to mention spectators. But they haven’t added a rule 
in the past five or six years to dress up the game. 

“As a result a football game has become a battle of breaks. 
a tussle of defenses. In games between evenly matched teams, 
touchdowns are so tough to make that a fumble or some other 
break is all that decides the game. I don’t know a sport where 
the element of chance has so much to do with the ultimate re-
